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THE MESSAGE 

During your storytime, try to deliver the following 
message to adults: 
 
Having accurate information about child 
development and appropriate expectations for 
children’s behavior at different ages can help 
parents understand their own children and develop 
positive relationships. Even though children don’t 
come with instruction manuals, having research-
backed information about child development can 
help anyone become a better parent or caregiver. 

Your library can provide access to 
books on child development and 
classes or programs to help improve 
your parenting skills.
